General Black who arrived early 
today utter an all night Journey from 
Springfield, wan deriding what steps 
to take to quiet the tense situation 
which

Sheriff George Calligan from his sick 
bed turned in a telegram to Gover­ 
nor Gen Small, declaring the s it u a ­ 
tion had approached tho riot stage 
ant) was out of his control. 


Guards With Fixed Bayonets 
The guardsmen from surrounding 
towns of Mt. Vernon. 
Salem 
and 
Cairo, under the command of Major 
W. T. Greaney, arrived silently with 
fixed bayonets, marched through the 
streets, passed hundreds of men and 
women just as silent and unrolled 
their beds in th e court room on the 
second floor of the court house. 
They are the first troops over call­ 
ed out as the result of efforts to en­ 
force the prohibition law in the U n it­ 
ed States. 
The Salem company wa- sent at 
once to Herrin, clone to the Lester 
strip mine where 25 men were killed 
in the battle between guardsm en and 
strik in g miners in June. 1922

I (On don, Jan. 0— Ramsey Mac­ 
Donald has spoken out the pro­ 
gram of a forthcoming labor 
government and, for the moment 
at least, Kngland find* itself con­ 
siderably lens frightened. 
The press generally congratulate* 
MacDonald on the address he deliv­ 
ered last night to a gathering which 
Jammed the Royal Albert hall to the 
roof in celebration of labor's elector- 
al victory. 
As forecast by the United Press. 
MacDonald set forth as labor's first 
and principal object Iv# when It as­ 
sumes control of the government, a 
better understandin g with 
France 
and the world a* a whole, recognition 
or Russia and support of the League 
of Nation*. 
Also as previously 
predicted 
In 
these dispatches MacDonald revealed 
his intention of avoiding aa premier 
any laborite agitation for 
extreme 
legislation. 
It was this last phase of his pro­ 
gram that perhaps brought the open 
manifestations of relief and in many 
unexpected 
quartets, 
support 
for 
Mar Dona Id. 
The Times, for example, says the 
future 
premier 
acquitted 
himself 
with considerable nullity, 
it is not 
easy, the newspaper explained, to he 
“ rohetorfeal enough to hold all the 
laborite follower* without being In­ 
flammatory or modern I# enough to 
avoid frightening tile timid."

T here cannot possibly be a mort- vital question to the maun 
of the public than tax reduction, and it is somethinK that cannot 
be worked out or understood without careful study. 
No single 
plan, of course, can be perfect. 
Here is what the Mellon plan does for the income tax. Xiv 
tax rate on incomes such as salaries and fees, that is, the money 
earned by people who work for salaries or by professional men 
such as doctors, lawyers, etc., is reduced 25 per cent where th'* in­ 
come is below $ 1,000 a ye ir. Mr. Mellon also points out that there 
is an additional credit of 25 per cent of the tax on earned in­ 
comes of $4,000 or less, the whole really resulting In a cut cif 44 
per cent in the tax on earned income up to this amount. 
The normal tax on the first $4,000 would be at the rate of 8 
per cent and upon the remainder of the net income, that is the 
income with allowable expenses deducted, at the rate 6f 6 per 
cent. On the larger incomes the surtax rates would be as follows, 
according to Mr. Mellon’s plan: 
The surtax rates begin at I per cent on net i n c o m e s from 
$10,000 to $12,000; an additional I per cent for each $2,000 fit 
net income up to $36,000; and then I per cent additional for the 
next $4,000 of net income up to $ <0,000; then I per cent additional 
for each $0,000 of net income Up to a total of 25 |»er cent at $100 - 
000 and over. 
This seems to be a fair gradual increase in the taxing of in­ 
comes as the income increases. 
It makes the big fellow carry a 
fair burden of the responsibility in proportion to what the fellow 
must carry who does not earn so much. 
1 
A good thing about the plan is the creation of a board of tax 
appeals. 
This board would act in about the same way that the 
Interstate Commerce commission now acts regarding railroad 
problems. 
This board would hear all appeals from the assess­ 
ment of additional income and estate taxes, sitting locally in the 
various judicial circuits throughout the country. 
Both t!i< eases 
of the Individual and the government would be presented to this 
board. 
The plan further provides that if tile decision is made in fa­ 
vor of the government the tax can be assessed by the commis­ 
sioner of internal revenue and if the taxpayer is not satisfied with 
the result he can bring his case to comart and sue for the recovery 
of the amount of the tax. 
lf, however, the board doc ides in favor 
of the taxpayer, the commissioner of internal revenue cannot as­ 
sess the tax. 
He then can go \;b court and sue to collect that tax.

plan, of course, can be perfect. 
Here is what the Mellon plan does for the income tax. 
The 
tax rate on incomes such as salaries and fees, that is, the money 
earned by people who work for salaries or by professional men 
such as doctors, lawyers, etc., is reduced 25 per cent where the in­ 
come is below $4,000 a year. Mr. Mellon also points out that there 
is an additional credit of 25 per cent of the lax on earned in­ 
comes of $4,000 or less, the whole really resulting in a cut of 44 
per cent in the tax on earned income up to this amount. 
The normal tax on Hie first $4,000 would be at the rate of 3 
per cent and upon the remainder of the net income, that is the 
income with allowable expenses deducted, at the rate Of 6 peri 
cent. On the larger incomes the surtax rates would be as follows, 
according to Mr. Mellows plan: 
The surtax rates begin at I per cent on net incomes from 
$10,000 to $12,000; an additional I per cent for each $2,000 of 
net income up to $36,000; and then I per cent additional for the 
next $4,000 of net income up to $40,000; then I per cent additional 
for each $6,000 of net income up to a total of 25 per cent at $100,- 
000 and over. 
This stems to be a fair gradual increase in the taxing of in­ 
comes as the income increases. 
It makes the big fellow carry a 
fair burden of the responsibility in proportion to wha! the fellow 
must carry who does not earn so much. 
A good thing about the plan is the creation of a board of tax 
appeals. 
This board would act in about the same way that the 
Interstate Commerce commission now acts regarding railroad 
problems. 
This board would hear all appeals from the assess­ 
ment of additional income and estate taxes, sitting locally in the 
various judicial circuits throughout the country. 
Both the cases 
of the individual and the government would be presented to this 
board. 
The plan fu rth er provides that if the decision is made in fa­ 
vor of the government the tax can be assessed by the commis­ 
sioner of internal revenue and if the taxpayer is not satisfied with 
the result he can bring his case to court and sue for the recovery 
of the amount of the tax. lf, however, the board decides in favor 
of the taxpayer, tile commissioner of internal revenue cannot as­ 
sess the tax. He then can go to court and sue to collect that tax. 
Furthermore, if the Mellon plan is carried through the taxes 
on all telegrams, telephone messages, leased wires and radio is 
repealed. The tax on admissions, covering also the movies, is u?- 
pealed.
